LoNDo.N', Sept. 8. — After discussing the 
motioa of the paper mill vorkers that 
no representatives of the press be al- 
lowed to report the proceedings of the 
Congress of British Trades Unions now 
sittiij;; in Kdinburgli unless he can prove 
tliat tlio newspaper he represents bo 
'' printed by trade union labor and on 
papei manufactured in the United King- 
dom," the deleRates voted to exclude 
the reporters on non-union papers. The 
latter included all tlio newspaj^ors of 
Edinburgh. Counsellor \V. E. Thonio, 
a member of the parliamentary commit- 
tee and a delegate of the Gas VVorltera' 
Union, moved an eight hour day rasolu- 
Lion, which wos adopted. Later the 
congress adopted a motion touching 
ujioii breaL-iies of the peace. 

Sir, Matthew White J-!idley, socrotaiy 
for the homo ilepartiiiciit, lias written a 
letter witli regard to the criticisms on 
the [ioveriimeiit for the release of the 
Iriflh dynamiters, in whicli lie says: 
"Tlio lioine o/hco only followed the 
usual practice in liberating the dyna- 
miters on the report tliat any furtlier 
detention would endanger their health." 
The Times says in an editorial that 
the public is bound to accept Sir Mat- 
thew White Eidley'a e.^cpiauation, but 
demands the publication of the medical 
testimony upon which the decision is 
based: " It is rather remarkable," says 
the Times, "that such testimony only 
afTecta dynamiters, and only since the 
present government went into office, as 
Mr. Aequith, the former secretary of 
state for the homo department, found 
nothing in their state of health to jut-- 
lify giving tliem liberty. It is not tlie 
part of government to deal with dyna- 
miters as if they were patients at a Ger- 
niau health resort. We don't liesitate 
h) say tliat if tliey really are lunatics 
they miglit be placed under proper re- 
straint and not he loosed ujjon the coun- 
try aa an act of clenieiicy or charity." 

The yjianieli Cortes have adjourned 
after unanimously authorizing the gov- 
ern n;ent to borrow $200,000,000 guaran- 
teed by the railroads and also unani- 
mously authorizing the government to 
raise another loan of unlimited amount 
to defray the espenses of the campaign 
against the Cuban insargentg) this loan 
to be guaranteed by any of the national 
revenues. 

OUiciai advices frofi Manilla say that 
the rebellion in the I'hiliijjine Iiilanda is 
coiilinetl to the jirovince of Cavite. Tim 
rebels have barricaded themselves in a 
church at Cavite, which is so far from 
the shore that the .Spanish gunboats are 
unable to reacli it. 

■ A dispatch to the Imperial from llong 
Kong says that l.OUO rebels entered the 
town of Sanisidere, province of Nueva 
Ecija, island of Luzon, the ))rincipal isl- 
and of the Fhillipine group, and took 
prisoners the governor, bia secretary and 
a ijriest. The rebels were led by San 
ToUaro, a half-breed. 
BTwenty-four anarchists have been ar- 
rested at Barcelona in connection witli 
the throwing of a lioriil) into a crowd of 
people wlio were wilnesKiiig tlie passini.' 
of a prucet^sion in honor ot the festival 
of Cor|)iiB Christi on June 7 last, when 
eiglit persons were killed and thirty 
more injured. 

The. .Sultan has appointed a commis- 
siou to deal with tiie Armenian refugees, 
lie jjroposes to furnish safe conduct for 
those de.'iiring to leave and insure tlie 
safety of those who remain. Dragomans 
of different .embassies are attending a 
meeting of the commission. 



JOHN REDMOND'S REBUKE. 

The Recent Convention a Sham— Irishmen 
in America Must Not Dictate to 
Those at Home. 

Lo.NDo.N, Sept. 8. — ^John Kedmond in 
addressing the National League at Dub- 
lin yesterday denounced the recent Irish 
convention held in that city as a sham. 

Not a single Parnollito was there, while 
liealy's followers were absent. Nobody 
would |)retend to guess the e.^act luim- 
b!!r who would support Mr. Ilealy. 
but he believe<l that it was fair to say 
that nearly half of the anti-Parnellite 
members of the House of Commons 
might be regarded aa JSealyites, and 
probably the proportion of the country 
was the same. He did not wish to be 
disrespectful to the Irishmen in America 
or elsewhere aliroad, but hedenied them 
the right to dictate a jiolic}' to irishmen 
in Ireland. Among the well-inlentiotietl 
American delegates there were not three 
who were known to him as taking any 
part in Irish alfairs in .Vmerica. The 
satiio might be said of otlier foreign 
delegates. Jle denounced O'Connor as 
an interested journalistic supporter of 
the English Liberals. Ho applauded 
the work whicli the Tory government 
had done in Ireland during the past ses- 
sion of parliament, and compared it 
with the barren record of Mr. John 
Morley, formerly secretary for Ireland.

. , IN A BUBNING FURNACE. 

Horril^le Fate bf Eleven Firemen at Benton 
Harbor, Michigan. 

Detroit, Sept. 8. — A special to the 
Free Press from Benton Harbor, Mich., 
Bays : The most horrible holocaust with 
the greatest ioss of life that has ever oc- 
curred in this part of the state occurred 
at midnight when Yore's opera house 
took fire, and in the light to save the 
buildings and other blocks adjoining 
eleven firemen, one a volunteer, met 
their fate at one time, death being in- 
stantaneous -with fivepf them. Six lived 
only a few hours' in awful agony and five 
others met with severe injuries". A high 
.wind prevailed and it caused the walla 
to fall outward, and adjoining buildings 
were saved only with the greatest ellbrts 
A large quantity of stage scenery was 
destroyed. There was no insurance. 
Thousands witnessed tlio conflagration 
and with difficulty the crowds were kept 
out of danger's way. The work of clear- 
ing up the streets was conliuuca im oiigli 
out the day. 

Soon after the discovery of the fire 
(lames broke through the roof and illu- 
minated the sky and streets with a lurid 
glare that served to make vivid the 
scene ot confusion and excitement. Aa 
soon as the Uanies broke throiigli the 
window and walls the burning block 
became a fiery fnrnace. The falling 
wall proved to be not only a death trap 
for the fire fighters but dangerous to 
everyone who vt&B trying to help stay 
the progress of the flames or assist in 
saving goods. The first to go down was 
the top part of the alley wall, which 
buried fifteen shrieking men. 

,Tuat before the wall fell the firemen 
were trying to raise the ladders and had 
tiiem placed against the building when 
the wall tumbled, sweeping everything 
before it. One could see jiortions of 
human bodies through the fallen bricks. 
Parties going in to save the men were 
overcome by heat. The injured and 
dead were taken from the ruins aa fast 
as possible, and at 5 o'clock the last man 
had been removed. 

The killed are: Frank WatBon, 6t. 
Joseph, Mich., leaves a widow; John 
Hofifman, Benton Harbor, crushed into 
an unrecognizable mass, leaves a widow 
and five children ; Thomas Kidd, IJen- 
toii Harbor, iintnarriod, killed by live 
wires; Frank "Woodley, Benton Harbor, 
killed by live wires, leaves a widow and 
three cliihlren; Ed. H. Haiige, St. Jo- 
soph, drayman, head crushed; Scott 
Kice, bell-boy at Benton hotel, skull 
fractured and internal injaries, lived 
but a few minutes; Will. Miller, Ben- 
ton Harbor, leaves a widow and seven 
children; Louis Hoffman, Benton Har- 
bor, head smashed, leaves two small 
children; Arthur C. Hill, St. Josepli, 
foreman St. Joseph hose company, legs 
broken, badly burned, - lived an lioiir; 
t*"rank Sever, St- Josejih, log broken, 
badly cut and burned, lived three 
hours; Bobert Rofe, St. Joseph, 
burned and internally injured, lived 
one hour. 

The injured are: John A. Crawford, 
Benton Harbor, ex-chief of the lire de- 
partment, overcome by heat and smoke, 
■ivil I recover ; Will Fecund, St. Joseph, 
leg bruised ; Frank Woodley and Thomas 
Kidd were on the top of atljoiiiiiig build- 
ings with hose when they ran against 
live electric wires on whicli they were 
lianging when found. Policeman 
Charles Jolineoii narrowly escaped, aa 
falling bricka tore his coat half off. An- 
other man was saved by a telephone pole.

ANGLICAN SYNOD. 



Missionary Consolidation— Important Report 
Presented Yesterday. 

Wi.sNiruG, Sept. 8. — (Special) — At the 
general synod session to-day, Rural 
Dean Burman presented the rejiort of 
the missionary coniiiiittee as one of the 
most important reports of the whole 
synod. The scheme for the proposed 
couHolitlation is almost practically the 
same as that suggealed by the provin- 
cial synod of Kupert'sland. It looks to- 
wartia the creation of a general i>oard of 
iniesions for the entire church in 
Canada. The committee consists of 
all the biahops and members of synod, 
with an executive committee cojisisting 
of all the bishops and one priest and 
layman from each diocese with certain 
arrangement for substitutes for the mis- 
sionary diocese. This board ia to be di- 
vided into three divisions, the eaatern, 
comprising the ecclesiastical province of 
Canada; the Northwestern, embracing 
the field of the province of Rupertsland, 
and the Pacific, embracing the dioceses 
on the western slope. Tlie board will 
appoint a general secretary at a salary 
not to exceeil $1,000 and arrangements 
are made to fully consider the needs of 
eacli tliocese and the iieeda of the foreign 
lielda, and for alloting the total sum to 
1)0 raised among all the pariahea in the 
Dominion in projjortion to their strength. 
Missionary information is to be given at 
least (jnce a year to every congregation 
and contribiitiona taken lip. Tlieappro- 
priation of all funds is to be made by 
the executive coniinittee, the primate 
being ex-oflicio chairman, and in his 
absence, the senior bishop presiding. 

Dr. Davidson moved insteadof aboard 
being estahliahed that the scheme be 
called the Miasionary Society of the 
Church of I'ligland, of which every mem- 
ber of the cliurch ia considered ii mem- 
ber. 

This was opposed by Dr. Langtry and 
Charles Jonkins, hut w'as finally 
carried after discussion. 

The provincial synod of the i)rovinco 
of OaiKula will bo called together shortly 
in -Montreal to accept the resignation of 
lUeliop Sullivan of Algoma. The bishoj) 
is giviiiu' up his aee in order to accept 
the rectorship of St. James, Toronto, 
rejently made vacant by the appoint- 
ment of Canon Dumoulin to the olsbop- 
ric of Niagara.

(Prom Our Own Correspondent.) 
OrTA^v-v, Sept. 8.— The first division of 
the session took jilace at 11 o'clock to- 
night on Hon. Mr. Foster's motion cen- 
suring the government for its abuse of 
the power to issue governor general's 
warrants. The division was witnessed 
by crowded galleries. When Sir Charles 
Tupper rose to vote he was loudly 
cheered by the opposition. The Liber- 
als paid a similar compliment to their 
leader. Tho government majority on 
the vote was 34. Thirty-two members 
were paired, an unusually large num- 
ber, and six members were abtent, three 
Conservatives and three Liberals. 

A despatch has been tent to tho 
colonial otiice pointing out that while* 
assenting to an investigation into seal 
life this year, Canada doea not admit the 
necessity of a revision of the regulations 
governinc sealing aa contended for by 
the United States. 

\u order in council has been passed 
cancelling the comiiiissiona issued by the 
out-going governiiKiiit months since for 
the revision and conaolidation of the 
Dominion statutes. Th3 ground taken 
ia that parliament has not yet appropri- 
ated the funds to pay the commission. 

On Sir Oliver Mowat's recommenda- 
tion an ordfcr-in-coun3il has been passed 
rescinding the creation of 173 Queen's 
Counsel by the Tupper ministry. Sir 
Oliver Mowat characterizes the ac- 
tion of the late government as startling. 
He points out that already there are 481 
Q.O.'s in Canada as agaiuat 217 in Eng- 
land. He says that the question of the 
jurisdiction of the Dominion and the 
provinces to confer the silk will be im- 
mediately pressed in the courts, aa would 
have been done in ISiJIJ had the Do- 
minion government appointed counsel 
to argue the case in conjunction with 
representativea of Ontario. 

The only important statement made 
by Mr. Laurier in the House to-day was 
in re^jly to a question of Sir Charles 
Tupper. The Opposition leader asked 
when an announcement would be made , 
respecting the filling of the portfolio of ' 
the Interior department. The vacancy 
had existed so long, he said, that the 
House was entitled to know if it was 
proposed to make the appointment 
soon. 

Hon. Mr. Lurier replied: "I shall 
be able to give an answer to the hon. 
gentleman's question on Thursday." 
The significance of this statement lies in 
the fact that Hon. Mr. Sifton, attorney- 
general for Manitoba, ia now on his way 
from Winnipeg and it is not- unlikely 
hat on Thursday Mr. I,aurier will an- 
nounce that he will be the new minis- 
ter. 

Hon. Col. Baker, of British Columbia, 
has arrived here the first of a deputation 
which is coming to interview the gov- 
ernment regarding the dyking of the 
Fraser river. 

Sir Henri Joly returned from North 
Biiy to-night after bidding Li Hung 
Chang good-bye. In the course of con- 
versation the viceroy incidentally 
brought up the question of the per 
capita tax on the Chinese. He had, be 
said, no objection to the preaent tax; 
but he aaid he had heard there waa a 
dispoaition on the jiart of tlie Canadian 
government to increase the tax to $500' 
per man. flis jieople had always got 
juatice under the I?ritish flag, and he 
could hardly believe that the report was- 
true. Sir Henri replied that the matter 
had never been considered by the gov- 
ernment, and he, for his part, would 
never agree to anything of the kind. Li 
Hung seemed greatly pleased at this in- 
formation. 



NEWS OP THE DOMINION. 

(Special to tho Colonist.)

Locations are still buin^ made daily 
in the Bend, and aume very proniiKing 
finds are recorded. Kugular camps are 
Huro to be found at Ground Hog Basin, 
ICeyatone mountain, Downie and Carnes 
creeks. The country will not he hard to 
open if once the river is make navigable. 

Arthur Cato has |)nt in the piim|) at 
the Last Cliiiiu'u luui work is progressing 
rapidly. 

J. C. Montgomery reports that the 
find of asbestos on Keystone mountain 
is one of the greatt'st things he has ever 
seen in all his mining e.'vperieiice. The 
lead is about 1,000 feet wide and can be 
followed three miles. The asbestoa is of 
a remarkably good character, and Key- 
stone mountain, where this magnificent 
find is, will become noted in the near 
future. 

The Dunvegan boys have their trail in 
t^ood sliape for packing, and about 40 
tons of ore valued at $100 per ton are 
now at the siding. 

The Ilorne-Payne Co. are having the 
right of way cut for their tramway from 
the track to the tunnel on the Maple 
Leaf-Lanark mines. At the tunnel 
mouth they are grailing out a ilouble 
track for 1,000 feet, which will all be 
shedded over.

right in what it was wont to consider its 
own territorv. It will seem strange to 
see the ores of this country going south 
to Kootenay lake and being smelted 
there with the main line of the C. P. li, 
BO close. 

Mr. Jameson, consulting engineer to 
the Cariboo Gold Fields Co., has been 
lu to look at Ferguson & Knowies' 
great strikes- ^owser and Sunshine — on 
the Silver Oup lead. 

The new tunnel has been started on 
the Sliver Cup mine, and a large num- 
ber of men are engaged. Supplies are 
now being packed in, and ore will come 
ont this winter. 

J. A. Mageo has driven the piles for 
the mil, and will be sawing lumber of a 
most perfect description before the 
month is out. 

The steamer Lardenu is a consider- 
able factor in opening up the trade 
and irafHc of this section, and her own- 
ers are to be commended for putting 
her on.

This was found on the 
White Horse group and samples assay 
332 ounces in silver, 24 per cent, copper 
and $13.80 In gold. 

TRADES GON&SESS. 

The Delecates This Year Consist of Actual 
Worldng Men— Objectionable Ele- 
ment EUmlnated. 

EniNRUKon, Sept. 8.— The twenty- 
ninth annual trades union congresa of 
Great Britain opened ita session at noon 
yesterday. About liGO delegates were in 
attendance. The congress will close 
Saturday, September 12. Men like John 
Burns, Keir Hardio and Henry Broad- 
hurst are not present. In their place 
are real workingmen, such as the 
Northumberland and Durham Miners' 
Union and Hoilermakers' Union, who 
latterly have taken no part in the aunual 
congress. 

Sanuud Woods, secretary of the par- 
liamentary committee, in an inlerview 
to-day said: "We liave not more than 
31)0 delegates this year, owing to tlu; new- 
standing orders, and our congress is 
much more workable. Under the old 
constitution there would have been over 
700 delegates. Tiiia year no person can 
be a delegate unless he is actually work- 
ing at his trade at the time of hia ap- 
I)ointment, or is a pernuuient paid work- 
ing otiicial 01 his trade union. This was 
deliiutely setllcd at Carditl'laat year. 

" We are likely, however, to have a 
little rub or two over an attempt to re- 
vert to the old way of voting, where 
each union or body represented had one 
vote. Under the new standiug orders 
each delegate has one vote for every 
thousand workers whom he represents. 
This is direct representation, and I do 
not think it will be overthrown. We 
have about thirty more trades unions 
represented this year than last, and 
about thirty which have never been rep- 
re.-onted before. There are two Ameri- 
can delegates." 

The work of the i)resent congress is 
exceedingly ambitious, when the time 
available is considered. The parliament 
comnnttee, of which KJvi-ard Cowey, of 
the Yorkshire miners, is chairman, and 
also president of the congress, has pre- 
pared a programme embodied in eleven 
resolutions : and the trades unions have 
sent up no fewer than eighty-one resolu- 
tions for discussion. To these notice 
of over twenty amendments have been 
given. The two sots of resolutions cover 
ih(! widest Held for discussion and ellbrt, 
practical and otherwise. 

The temper of the congress toward the 
impra(!ticalde can perluips be eanged hv 
a resolution of tlie paper mill workers 
that no repr sentative of the press shall 
be iilloAcd to report the proceedings, 
unless ho can prove that the jourmil he 
represents is *' printed by trade union 
labor and on paper manufactured in the 
United Kingdom." 

Councillor W. Thorne, of tbe gas work- 
ers, will ask the congress to declare 
" that tbe time has arrived when the 
hours of labor should be limited to eight 
hours per day in trades and occupations 
in the United Kingdom." 

The congresa discussed the report of 
the parlianuiiitary committee, which 
does not favor furllier jnirticijiation with 
the 1 nternational Congress, but finally 
adopted Ben Tillct's motion to the ell'ect 
that all future international congresses 
should bo constituteii of rej)resentati ves 
of bona fide labcjr organizations.

POLITICAL PREDICTIONS. 

A great many people distrust political 
predictions. The politician says, if you 
do BO and bo, this and that will be the 
result. The hearer naturally asks, how 
do you know that what you foretell will 
happen? Somu one else snys tliat it we 
do what you warn us against soinethini; 
else will happen the very opposite of 
what you predict. How are we to tell 
which of you is right? You are neither 
of you a prophet, and how are we to tell 
whose reasoning is sound? 

In the discussion of tlie silver i]neg- 
tion the disputants necessarily say ii 
f;rcat deiil about the future. The ii(lv(j- 
cates of unrestricted coinage guy that 
if you allow silver to be coined 
without restriction and make the dol- 
lar a legal tender in the ratio of sixteen 
to one by weight, yon will have plenty 
uf money, and the price of silver will 
8O0n go up to .i;1.29 an ounce, which 
makes it as good aa gold. There will 
then be no bother about keeping up the 
national credit. The Government will 
lie able to meet its liabilities in good 
money and there will not be a panic 
ever}' now iiiul then hecause the gold ro- 
berve liaa fallen below low water mark. 
Wages will be high and everyone who 
has anything to sell will get a good price 
for it. 

Here is a string of fine promises, but 
what guarantee has anyone in the United 
states or anywhere else that one eiiinle 
one of them will be performed? 

The gold standard advocates [ireilict 
that if the Government permits silver 
to be coined without reserve, and makes 
it a legal tender, the dollar will be worth 
fifty cents or less. Business will be 
thrown into confusion, creditors will be 
cheated, and thousands who are now in 
comfortable circumstances Tv'ill be ut- 
terly ruined. Then prices of all com- 
modities will go up, but wages will not 
be raised in anything like a correi^pond- 
iug degree. The public credit will he 
destroyed, and the nation will be dis- 
honored. Gold will disappear from cir- 
calation, and the only money that there 
will be in the country will be silvei-, 
which will only be taken at its intrinsic 
value. 

Hero is another lot of predictions. 
How is any one going to jirovo any of 
them to bo true. If ti country could be 
found which has made silver a legal ten- 
der in the ratio of sixteen to one, the 
enquirer might arrive at a roiisonablo 
conclusion aa to the way in which a law 
making silver the standard at that 
ratio or soiniuvhere near it would work. 
Mexico is in that position, and a Mexi- 
can.'a man in authority, has told the 
world how an unrestricted coinage law 
works. Senor Limontour is the Mexi- 
can Minister of Finance. Here is what 
the Mexican financier Kaid to a rcjiurter 
of the New York Sun • 

" Mexico has always had free ciiiiiai;e. 
The ratio is 16^ to 1. Theorotiially, 
our standard is bimetallic, but, of 
course, it is really a single silvci 
standard. It is not possible to have a 
double standard under free coinage. Any 
gold we have is immediately exported , 
and I have never seen an v gold in 
circulation in Mexico. Gold is at a 
premium of nearly 200. Wo jiro- 
duco bat litllo gold. I^iist year the 
output was 2,000,000 ounces, while wo 
produced the same amount of silver as 
the United States, 66,000,000 or 00,000,- 
000 ounces. 

" There ia a keen interest In Mexico in 
the result of your election, because of 
the effect it will have upon the price of 
silver generally. Each time silver goes 
down it is a serious detriment to our 
/country, because wo have made four 
• 'fdreiin,'*;ldaris, payable in gold. Ah 
silver •'-■'depreciates and the pre- 
mium on, gold is increased,, it be- 



comes more difficult for our Government 
to meet these goldobligatioTSa. Of course, 
we have silver bonds also, which are 
taken up at home. The gold bonds are 
worth nearly double what the silver 
bonds are worth.- It was a'serious blow 
to us when the Indian mintR were closed 
in 1872 and the'Sherman act was repealed 
ih: 1893, .because 6) thefall.^in the, ptiee 
of silver which followed." ' 

With regard to ^^age^, in answer to the 
question, "What ia the eli'ect upon wages 
of the depreciating of the silver stand- 
and!" Mr. Limontour said: 

"They have not increased perceptibly. 
The same is true of .Tnpan, where wages 
are very low. For this reason, Japan 
and Mexico will, in a few years, be able 
to compote successfully with England 
and the United States because of the 
silver standard and low wages." 

" What is the ruling rate of wagea for 
agricultural laliorers in Mexico?" 

" Twenty-five cents i?. day." 

A single examjile of this kind is more 
convincing than volumes of predictions. 

THE SHORT SESSIONS 

The people were told by the Govern- 
ment organs before Parliament met that 
the session would bo short. Ten days 
was the minimum limit and thirty days 
the niaximnin. But now that the Grit 
members are comfortably seated in their 
chairs they show no disposition to leave 
them. They seemed to hope that the 
Opiiosition would follow the bad ex- 
ample which the Grits set them last 
winter, and resort to the policy of ob- 
atruetion, b:it the Conservntivca have 
done nothing of the kind. They luive 
not made the slightest attempt to waste 
the time of the Ilouse. Tlio siieeehea 
have not been inordinately long 
and there have not been too many of 
them. The-Grits have done their full 
share of the speaking. The Estimates 
are not being rushed through the liouau 
aiul the Government Eeem inclined 
t)take their own time in which to do 
their business. It ia quite evident that 
the Liberal members intend to get their 
full sessional allowance. Thoy have no 
idea of being put on slrort commons. 
We have heard how Sir Oliver Mowat's 
hint to make the session short was re- 
ceived by the Grit caucus. The demon- 
stration then made was no doubt honest 
and sincere. 



JUDICIOUS HELP. 



There has been great distress in the 
country inhabited by the Armenians. 
The people, besides being treated with 
the greatest cruelty and murdered by 
the thousands, were heartlessly robbed. 
Whole districts were plundered in such 
a way that the inhabitants had 
nothing left. Not only were they 
stripped of every article of value, but 
the food to sustain life, the seed 
required for this year's crop, and 
the animals necessary to cultivate the 
land were carried ofl". The unhappy 
people were left utterly destitute. 
Money was collected for their relief in 
Cireat Urilain and the United States 
The whole fund amounted to about ifTOO,- 
000. This sum was expended chiefly for 
food and clothing and implements of 
labor, and it did a very great deal of 
good. Many lives were preserved and 
the people seeing that they were not ut- 
terly abandoned began to hope for bet- 
ter limes. 

But the Turk ia as cruel as ever. He 
shows no disposition to reform. As 
soon aa the Armenians begin to exhibit 
signs of reviving prosperiry they will be 
robbed again. What is the good of help 
ing the Armenians, they aay, it ttiey are 
to he loft in a country where they are 
exposed to the most Ijarbaroiia cruelty? 
The best way to help theui 
is to give them the means to get out of 
the Sultan's dominions. Those who 
reason in this way propose to raise a 
million of dollars to assist the Armen- 
ians in leaving the country. There are, 
it is said, about a million and a half of 
them in the iliHttirhed diHtricts, and a 
mil. ion of dollars will go a long way 
towards lielping them to emigrate to a 
country in which they might at least be 
allowed to live in peace. The scheme 
appears to be both reasonable and 
huiuane, but tliere are friends of 
the Ariiieniana who sav it is 
for various reasons impracticable. 
-Mtliough the Turkish Government treats 
the .\rmenian8 so badly it does not 
want them to leave the country. It 
would, therefore, throw every conceiv- 
able obstacle in the way of carrying out 
the Bcheine. It would be finmd that the 
good peoiilo who favor the emigiation 
])roject, instead of helping tlie Arme- 
nians, would do much to make their 
condition harder than it is at present. 
The better plan ia to do what is possible 
to relievethe unfortunate people in their 
own country, to which they are deeply 
attached, and at'the same time to do all 
that it is possible to do to bring influ- 
ence to bear on tho Turkish Govern- 
ment to treat the Armenians bettor than 
they have been treated for many years. 

VACCINATION. 

Those who are opposed to vaccination 
appear to consider that the report of the 
Royal Oommission on- Vaccination is 
favorable to their views. Tbe^ say that 
because the Oommiaaion recommends 
tho abandonment of compulsory vaccin- 
ation and tho non-enforcement of re- 
peated penalties. This is done not he- 
cause the Commission have no faith in 
vaccination but because they are of 
opinion that cootlpulBion ia^atjier against 
than favorable to tlie. general adoption 
of vaccination. Hero ia what tho British 
Medical Journal says about the re])ort: 

Indeed, a more complete and ,deeply 



reasoned argument fortified by great 
wealth of illustration, in favor/ of vac- 
cination, not only as a preventive, but 
as (/ifi preventive of smallpox, v/Kb newr 
penned. And this statement .appliea. to 
every aspect of the case. They state un- 
heaitatingly that it seems t6 thoni 
scarcely possible to deny that, sjieak- 
ing generally of the Briiish Isles, a more 
vaccinated population has exhibited a 
diminished mortality from , smallpox. 
They go back to the diminution in small- 
pox which was experienced in the iirst 
quarter of the liineteentb century and 
they ask: Was this due to the introduc- 
tion of vaccination or to something else? 
Was it, as alleged, due to the abandon- 
ment of inoculation? No; this in their 
o])inion could not account for that which 
liud occurred; in short, they announced 
that it was in the main due to vaccina- 
tion. But could the change not have 
been bronglitahout by sanitation? Here, 
again, the answer is clear; tho history 
of the smallpox epidemic— and most not- 
ably the earliest and most virulent 
phase of the Gloucester epidemic 
— disproves this theory in so far 
as sanitary conditions are common- 
ly understood, although every one will 
admit the extreme importance of some 
sanitary circumstances, euch as avoid- 
ance of overcrowding, aa regards small- 
pox in common with all other commu- 
nicable diseases, fintthe great decrease 
in smallpox when viewed over sufflci- 
ontly long periods of time does not, ac- 
cording to the commissioner, find its 
explanation in sanitation ; on the other 
hand, it waa distinctly and essentially 
bronglitahout by vaccination. 

This is how the British Medical Jour- 
nal reads the Report of the Royal Oom- 
mission on Vaccination. It believes that 
the Commissioners bad the strongest 
faith in vaccination as a preventive of 
smallpox and that if re vaccination was 
generally practised the disease would 
soon disappear altogether. 

Tho Commission have been sovcn 
years collecting their material and 
making tlieir inquiries. They have held 
170 sittings ; they b^ve personally inves- 
tigated six epidemics of smallpox in re- 
lation to vaccination ; they have visited 
through their own stall children who 
were alleged to have sull'ered ill results 
from vaccination ; 'and they have exam- 
ined 187 witnesses. Everyone who has 
had anything to say against vaccination 
has been given a respectful hearing. It 
cannot be said that tho Commission 
was partia' or that its inquiry was super- 
ficial. The report will no doubt be 
keenly scrutinieed and intelligently criti- 
cised by both the suiiporters and the 
opponents of vaccination. From what 
the British Medical Journal says p£jLt, it 
is safe to conclude that it will, in the 
face of hostile criticism, greatly 
strengthen the belief in the efficacy of 
vaccination.

LI llUiNG CHANG. 

His Inability to Be the Guest of the Chinese 
Residents n Great Disappointment. 

Victoria is not after all to be honored 
with a visit from the great viceroy of 
China, Li Hung Chang, and keen ie the 
disappointment of the representative 
Cliinese residents in consequence. Ela- 
borate preparations had been making 
for several days past to do suitable honor 
to the occasion, and between ^1 ,000 and 
$5,000 was readily obtained to carry out 
a suitable reception programme. Then 
the invitation was telegraphed indue 
form to the Bismarck of the Orient, and 
Cliinatown awaited the reply. It came 
yesterday and crushed to the earth 
ttie hopes of those who had thought to 
have the Viceroy as their guest for sev- 
eral days. Of couise the great diplomat 
regretted exceedingly that his engage- 
ments would not permit his acceptance 
of a rcceiition in Victoria, but Jiis p!an 
of journey westward would only enable 
him just to reach Vancouver in time to 
board the Emiireaa which will l)ear hini 
back homo. The telegram bore date 
line of North Bay, where Li and his par- 
ty wore yesterday. They come to the 
Coast in a special drawing-room 
car provided by the C. P, li. 
and, no accidents intervening, will 
reach Vancouver next Saturday. £1. 
M. S. Comus has, it is understood, re- 
ceived instructions to await Prince Li's 
arrival there, and receive him with the 
salute due to his rank and position. 
The steamer sails for the Orient on 
Monday morning, and at her first sight- 
ing from the outer dock here, thousands 
upon thousands of packages of fire- 
crackers will clatter a noisy welcome to 
Victoria, the quarter being the scene of 
the principal red paper fusilade, but 
plenty of ammunition being also re- 
served for the sea front. At the same 
time all the business houses and prin- 
ipal buildings of the Chinese will be 
decorated and illuminated, and the 
triangular flags will be floated at every 
flagpole. An address of welcome may 
be read at the wharf, but the fire-crack- 
ers will be the all-important feature ol 
the patriotic display. 

THE JEWISH NEW YEAR. 

Appropriate Celebration ot tbe Anniversary 
In the SynagOKne. 

Yesterday was the first day of the 
year rM!)7 according to the Jewish era, 
and the tlay was appropriately observed 
with the customary ceremonies at the 
synagogue on Blanchard street. In the 
absence of a rabbi, the services, which 
were in Hebrew, wore conducted by Mr. 
Prenz. The servii'cs for the day are 
regularly prescribed, and CDnsist ol 
prayers' by priest and congregation, 
separately anil unitedly, readings from 
the law anil the prophets, and 
the fiouniiiijg of the shofar or 
trumiiet. A solemn signilicaure is 
attached to this sounding of the shofar. 
In the words of the Jewish ritual, the 
ahofar is appointed for Israel, who are 
to be freed by its sound. " The three- 
fold sound will I this day thrice re- 
hearse in commemoration of our re- 
doint)tion, which will be with a triple 
sound of the ahofar, I will supplicate 
the Most High, and mine eyes hope to 
see the captives assembled by the sound 
of tbe shofar." The wearing of 
the tolh'st or shawl by male wor- 
shippers is thfjs accounted for: 
" And the Lord spake unto Moses, 
saying, speak unto the children 
of Israel, and hid them to make tliem 
selves fringes in the borilera of their 
garments, throughout their j*eueratlons, 
and that they put upon the fringes o( 
the borders a thread of blue. And it 
shall be unto you for a fringe, that ye 
may look upon it, and remember all the 
commandments of the Lord, and do 
them ; and that ye seek not after the 
inclinations of your heart and the de- 
light of your eyes, in the pursuit of 
which you have been led astray." The 
service for to-day will be continued 
with further reaiiiiigs from the law and 
the prophets, with prayers and psalms.

Sclienio Adopted Bnablingr YlCtoria 
Medical Practitioners to Attend 
Patients at the Institution. 



The Special Committee Are Given 
Power to Carry Their fieeom- 
mendationa Into Effect. 



An iuiportanc decision was arrived at 
by tbe Jubilee hospital board last night, 
in the adoption of a eqUeme whereby 
the various medical men in the city 
ahould have extended to them the privi- 
egCB of the hospital iirnctico. This 
scheme wus subniitted by a special 
committee, to which was referred the 
etter of Dr, O. M. Jones, reipiesting 
the privilege of attending his own free 
surgical cases at the hospital. The 
report went on i ^ 

Your committee afterpivingthe whole 
subject matter of ].)r. Jones' letter its 
careful conaideration cannot recommend 
that this board ahould grant his appli- 
cation in the method he asked, that is 
for lumself alone. 

Your coiuiuittee are of opinion, how- 
ever that the best course to follow would 
be to adopt (say for one or two years as 
a trial) the scheme suggested hereafter. 
By doing so all the medical practitioners 
ill the city would become actively in- 
terested iji the work of the hospital, and 
the hospital would undoubtedlv at once 
beaeflt thereby. Instead of having 
pnictically only two practitioners in 
attendance as at present there would 
always beat least four every day and 
most likely seven or eight all the time. 
The Bclieme would throw more work and 
reiiuire grenter diligence on the part of 
the resident medical ofbcer and the 
iiuraing stafl", but so far aa our doctor is 
concerned be has expressed himself as 
quite willing to accept tbe e.xtra work if 
he can thereby further the interest of 
our institution. Though tlie duty of as- 
signing the natients to their jiroper 
ohtces in the hospital and the general 
medical control of the hospitai is cast by 
this scheme upon the resident medical 
o.'licer, still it is to a great extent the 
present practice £it the hospital, and it 
will be safeguarded liy the appointment 
(as suggested) of a consulting stall", to 
whom imy medical man feeling aggrieved 
idtlier by the course pursued by the resi- 
dent medical officer or anv of his col- 
leagues could appeal for their opinion. 
Looking at the matter from all sides, 
your comniittco are strongly of opinion 
ihal the echeuie suggested would benefit 
the lioepitrtl, and ttiey would therefore 
rei'omineiul the immediate adojition of 
Ihe following : 

'There are at present seventeen med- 
ical men in active iiractice lesiiliiig in 
Victoria; Drs. Cromptoii, Davie, .1. A. 
Duncan, ti. H. Duncan, Eraser, Red- 
mond, E. W. Hall. J. 1). Helmcken, J. 
8. Helmcken, E, A, Hall, lloldeii, Hau- 
ingtoii, 0. M. Jones, .Milne, A. T, Watt, 
Lnngley and Powell. Of tlieae, one in 
all pro'bftbility will be up])oiiited Do- 
minion quarantine oflicer. Three, Drs. 
J, S, Helmcken, Redmond and 
Powell, would probably act as a consult- 
ing stair, and D"r. Laneley would perhaps 
continue to act as patholoKist, leaving 
twelve to be accommodated with posi- 
iona on the stafl'. The plan would be 
to clivide tlieee into se-itionsof four each, 
each section serving a mouth, during 
which time each one of these would lake 
the cases either nieilical, surgical or 
female in rotation na they came, the 
resident medical officer admitting the 
cases to the wards to wl-.ich they be- 
longed and notifying the practitioner 
lo whom the ease would be assign- 
ed. Each sectiou would serve monthly 
in rotation, so that every jiractitioiier 
would be actively engaged in attendance 
at the hospital for four months each 
year. Wiih an average number of 20 
free patients per month, .each practi- 
tioner would get live cases. Medical 
cases would he put in the medical ward, 
surgical in the surgical ward, female in 
the feiiiaie ward and fever cases in the 
cottage. When any practitioner had a 
oise remaining in the hospital after his 
montira iittendivnco was finished, he

could either keep on with his attend- 
ance until the patient left the hospital 
or get someone on the incomioB visiting 
stnir to attend the case for him. In case 
of inability to attend any jiatient ad- 
mitted under his care, a practitioner 
would have the privilege of asking one 
of his colleagues to act for him. It 
would be a distinct advantage to have 
two or three practitioners of old standing 
on a. consulting staff and we would also 
tiuggest that a medical board of saj' four 
or five be elected by the medical staff an- 
nually from their number to form a com- 
mittee to whom medical matters of any 
description could bo referred by the 
board of directora." 

Mr. Hayward quite agreed with the 
rei)ort and moved, seconded by Jfr. 
Crimp, that it be adopted. 

Mr. t-ieo. Byrnes wanted a little time 
to consider the report before deciding on 
such au important matter I he moved 
accordingly seconded by Mr. Flumertolt 
that tho report lie on the table for a 
few (lays, and bo taken up at a special 
meeting called for the purpose. Mr. 
JTlumerfelt thought too that it might be 
advisable to have the opinion of the 
medical men taken upon the subject. 

Mr. Yates wanted the matter settled 
HE promptly as possible. If the scheme 
waa suljmitted to all the doctors in the 
city for their advice, there would be just 
the same trouble as last year — any num- 
ber of different opinions as to the 

hemes— and the subject would got no 
further forward than it did then. Ac- 
cordingly he was for tho board adojiting 
a scheme, and tlic.i giving the doctora a 
chance to work under it if they plensed, 
and be felt sure the result would be 
satiafactory. 

Mr. Wilson and Mr. Dwyer followed 
in sui)portof the report, while the chair- 
man thought perhaps it would be better 
to allow those membersof the board who 
hud not been on the committee a chance 
to consider the report, for although 
there was a great deal to commend in 
the report it should be sent to the con- 
sulting stall' to get their opinion upon it. 

Mr. Pyrnes' amendment to lay the re- 
port over for a special meeting was lost, 
Messrs. Byrnes, Flumerfelt and Helmc- 
ken voting for it, and Meaare. Hayward, 
Cliudley, Wilson, Yatea, Crimp and 
Dwyer voting against it. 

Tfie report was then adopted and re- 
ferred to tho special committee to carry 
into ed'ect.^';

A DI8APP0IKTEP PAETY. 

Itttnro^jfjthe Ex^ Which Went From 

! iy 'i<?' '•"^'NiinSm^ to Explore the 
Northern Coontry. 

(Condeniwd from tlio Nanalmo Free I'ress.) 
On tho 16th of April of the j)re8eiit 
year John JIcLeod, S. G. StovoriH, S. 
Gopher, h. lliU, V. Heely ami A. Pro- 
perwell,:ill of thia lity, Biiiletl in the 
Boas from Isnnuimo, iiiiikinu their lirst 
atop at Texiula Island, whert) a pleasant 
week was spent in hunting and lisliinn- 
From Texada the party went to iiud- 
yeard buy and from there on to the 
Behm eanal at the mouth of. the 
Ohichamiii river, where four left 
the schooner to prospect up the river. 
Two days' prospecting was spent on Yes 
. bay' at the;liead of Behm canal, but no- 
thing;waB '.found ; so the sail to J uneau 
commenced, and accumplished after 
many days of ratn and fog about the 
flrat; week in June. At Juneau the 
party stopped for some time, and visits 
were made to tlie neighborhood. Tho 
great Tread well mine was inspected, and 
the stamp mill criishini; the Tremiwell 
ore, -wliei'ii lilO stamps are in operation, 
was visiteti. i'Vom .huieau the party 
^ilcd for Prince William sound, a short 
stop being made at tho little trad- 
ing post of Nitehuck on the way 
to Poi tage Inlet, which ia separated from 
Tnrniiiiin Arm on Cook's In lei by a nar- 
row neck of land. After attempting to 
make a portage the party decided to sail 
round to Cook's Inlet, as it was desired 
io visit the country and there were hojies 
of suceesB. Aecordinsjly the schooner 
was started for Cook's Inlet, wliicli was 
reached in a week or more. The Inlet at 
its upper end is a tidal Hat for twenty 
miles, and the tide bore or wave rushes 
across the twenty miles a wall of water 
fifteen feet hi^'h, so that should a boat 
be swept up the inlet hy the tide and 
left on the sandy beach, the incoming 
tide must crush it to kindling, and 
should a man he caught by it his life is 
not of very great value. The Boss was 
safely sailed into Resurrection Creek, 
where she was left high and dry on tlie 
sand by the ebb tide. 

Having safely reached the creek, Hope 
City, which is near its mouth, was made 
for, four of the party going on up to Six 
Mile creek prospecting. In four days 
these returned without provisions and 
having found nothing. Thoy reported 
that all the creeks were staked off every- 
where so that there was no chance what- 
ever, and as they could not liiul nioiii to 
stake a claim there was no use in pro- 
specting. The party were discouraged, 
aiid as there was some dissatiafactiou it 
was decided to return to Nanaimo. 

Nearly all the mines on Cook's Inlet 
are in the neighborhood of Turnigan 
Arm, and the principal mining of the 
district ia being done on Resurrection 
and Six Mile creeks. So lar no ([uartz 
deposits have been found in thiscountry, 
but there are a large number of pro- 
spectors now hunting for it. -Mr. 
Stevens believes that tlio mining on 
Cook's Inlet ia only in its infancy as 
it is only possible to work for two 
or three months in the year on ac- 
count of the water, and there is really 
only one month that it is possible to go 
down to any depth, aud so far no large 
ainount of development work has been 
done. He also says, however, that the 
district has been overrated, but thinks if 
no more go in than are there now, the 
district will soon show some prosperity. 
The two richest claims are situated one 
on Mitt's Creek and one on Canyon 
Creek. One of these has reachefl bed- 
rock, and there have been found there 
copper kettles and implements supposed 
to have been left there by the Russians, 
■who it is thought, have already washecl 
the present grounti to a considerable ex- 
tent. Thia claim is now washing how- 
ever, about 2'^. ounces a day per man, 
and it and the 14 other yielding claims 
in the district are giving on an average 
$5 per day per man. On the 1)1 claims 
of 'JCurnugan Arm, the number of men 
at work was 624. On the other hand on 
one or two of the claims on Porcupine 
Creak, two men :^'ashedfor 20 shifts of 
ten hours each, and in the zlean-up, ob- 
tained for their joint labor 41 cents. 

Game in Cook's Inlet was very scarce 
during the suiiirner, moose, mountain 
sheep and bear being the most prevalent, 
and the boar l)eing seldom under 1,000 
pounds in weight. 

Hope city, on Resurrection creek, con- 
sists of -it) log cabins and 20 tents, the 
population consiatingof 140 men and two 
women. Sunset city, about 12 mile fur- 
ther inland, is of about the same size and 
ia blessed with 9 women. On the whole 
of Turnigan Arm the number of women 
is only 15. 

The party started home on the 24th of 
July and after some difficulty in getting 
out into the ocean got well under way 
for Cape Spencer, some 480 miles south 
of Cook's Inlet with fair and steady 
westerly winds all the way. When about 
half way to Cape Spencer the saddest 
event of the whole journey occurred. 
Sam Gopher, while standing on the cabin 
aft of the mainmast, was knocked into 
the water by the jibing of the mainsail. 
The boat was iiiiiiiedialely cut loose to 
drop astern when the anxious ones on 
the schooner were horrified to find that 
in tho dark and confusion, instead of the 
boat's lashingHthe jiainter had been cut, 
and the boiit was drifting far astern, 
empty. The schooner hung around the 
spot where Gopher was supposed to have 
been for un hour and a half, but no sign 
of him was discovered, though ho shout- 
ed twice after falling in the water. The 
boat had got awav so far by the time the 
schooner was luBed the first time that 
it had to be allowed to go. After this 
tiio trip to Xanaimo was a very fair one, 
though a gloom was thrown over the 
party by the loss of their companion, 
and the whole party was exceedingly 
glad when they anchored in Deijarture 
bay yeBter<lay morning. Samuel Go- 
pher was a sailor, but had worked as a 
coal trimmer in tnis city for some years. 
He was an unmarried man about 4t) 
years of age, and of Irish extraction, 
but more than thia little is known of 
him, as he was of a retiring disposition 
and seldom spoke of himself.

KAISER AND CZAR. 

The Russian Emperor thtf Guest of William 
of Germany— Grand luiUtary Disnlnys 
and Banquet. 

BiiKsi.AU, Sept. 7. — The Czar and 
Czarina arrived hero on Saturday and 
were most cordlally^rectlved by the I'hn- 
peror and K m press ;'6! Germany, the 
royal princea and a large-number of civil 
and military guests,! The Czar and 
Czarina are located in.' the Landeshaus, 
which ; had ;been speiBially prepared for 
them. ' After luncheon the Czar and 
Czarina and the Emperor and Empress 
of Germany drove to the parade grounds 
and witnessed a grand review of tlie 
troo))S followed by a state banquet, at 
which both monaVchs pledged their elose 
national and ]jersonal friendship. They 
started at 8 o'clock this morning for Gor- 
litz, Prussian Silesia. On the _ way to 
the railroad station tho imperial car- 
riages were escorted by tho Kmperor 
Nicholas Hussars and Empress Alexan- 
dria dragoons. Al tho depot a guard 
of honor from the Emperor Alexandria 
grenadiers was drawn u)]. Their majes- 
ties were warmly grefiled by the crowds. 

Goiti.iTZ, Sept. 8.— Upon the arrival 
hero cf the lOmperor and Empress of 
Russia and the Emperor and Empress 
of Germany yesterday they were received 
in state by' tho provincial, municipal 
and military authorities, assembled on 
the platform at the -railroad station. 
The burgomaster delivered an address of 
welcome, to which Emperor William re- 
plied, e.^cpressing the thanks of Emperor 
.N'icholas aa wellas his own. Theetreets 
were profusely decorated with Russian 
and Cierinan (lags, etc., and ))acked with 
crowds. The various veteran associa- 
tions, societies, etc., and nearly all 
tiie school children of the town and vi- 
cinity turned out in picturesciue groups:, 
attired in brightest holiday clothing. 
The review of troops here was a brilliant 
afl'air and the arrangements were sind- 
lar to those at Breslau. Tho Emperor 
William twice led the King's Grena- 
diers and the Life Guard Cuirassiers past 
the Czar, and the latter led the Emperor 
.Alexander's Lancers past the Emperor 
William. iCach time, as the monarchs 
plact'il themselves at the head of their 
respective regiments, the spectators, who 
nuniljured many thousands, gave three 
ringing cheers. After the second march 
past, the ihiijieror William formed the 
Fifth army corps into two divisions and 
then, accomjianied by the Czar, rode in 
front cf the troops, the band jilaying the 
Russian anthem and the Empress folr 
lowing in a carriage. In leaving the 
review grounds the imperial party re- 
ceived an ovation and were loudly and 
enthusiastically cheered on their way to 
town. 

ICuiperor William, proposing the 
tonst of the Fifth army corps at last 
night's banquet, made a long speech, in 
which he expressed the thanks of him- 
self, also in the name of his revered 
grandfather and never-to-be-forgotten 
father, for the splendid efficiency of the 
corps. The Emperor continued: 
" Truly, a fine portion of Prussian hiis- 
tory passes in view before us with their 
reglnientB, their names and colors. Our 
hearts are stirred as the vision carries 
us back where so many of those who be- 
longed to the regiments are laid at rest; 
who, with their blood and lives, helped 
to win and achieve that which causes us 
to rejoice to-day. It ia my and your 
special satisfaction antl your t'ood for- 
tune to appear in this state of high elh- 
ciency before the eyes of my beloved 
neighbor and cousin, His Majesty Czar 
Nicholas of Russia." 

" Wc are still all under the fascination 
of tho youthful flgureofthat knightly em- 
peror;' we still see him as he rode past 
us at the head of his late father's regi- 
ment. H is efforts are directed tf)warda 
drawing together the jjeople of Europe 
in order to unite them on grounda of 
coinuioii interest and for tho protection 
of their most sacred jjossessions. 

'• May his army corps, pursuing its 
peaceful activity, give proof in tho 
future of eijually good results with that 
which it gave to'-day. With this wish I 
ilrink to the Fifth Corps. Hurrah! 
II urrah ! Hurrah 

The czhr lias decorated Prince von 
Ilolienlohe with the order of St. .An- 
drew, and Froiherr Marschal von Bie- 
berstein.the German minister of foreign 
allairs, and Prince Roloin, the German 
ambaseador to Russia, with the order of 
Alexander Nenski, set in brilliants. 
Kmperor William conferred the order 
of the first (daws of tlu; Red Eagle upon 
Count I tsteiisackoii , Russian anibassa- 
ihn- to Gennany.

Whereas the Council of tho City of Victoria 
deem 11 necessary uml rciiulslte for tbe protec- 
tion of the persons and property of the puulio 
that the Regulations hereinafter contained 
Bhall be made for operating Street Railways In 
the City of Victoria;

Swan and the .Vineri- 
can schooner Jane C!ray,n II for being with- 
in the proscribed liniita of Behriiig sea. 
The Jane Gray's guns and ammunition 
were taken away iinii the schooner or- 
dered to ]>roceed to San Francisco. Tlie 
other Bchoouera were Bent to Sitka." 
The Viva is captained by M. Pike and 
belongs to the Victoria Sealing & Trad- 
ing Company, while the Aurora ia the 
property of "T. Harold and is managed by 
K. P. Rithetife Co., her skipper being 
T. 11. Brown.

Agent Rogers, of the Nippon Yusen 
Kaisha Steatiishij) Couii)any, is ])uttuig 
forth atrenuoua eftorta to have the vea- 
sela of Ilia line call at this port here- 
after, thus completing the fourth service 
between Victoria and the Orient. Il 
had been understood that the Jliiku 
Maru, the pioneer vessel of the line, 
was to cull here on. her initial trip. The 
reaaon of her not coming, aa expected, 
Mr. Rogers explains, was that she had 
not BuSicieat freijrht for this city to pay 
for the extra expeiisea involved, and 
there had been a Hpeeial desire on tlie 
part of the uianagement to loj) oil' every 
expenditure not absolutely demanded 
on the occaaiou of the first sailings. But 
there will be no such ex(;uae for the 
YaniagoDsha — the second of thia new 
line 10 arrive — not calling, for slie baa 
in the neighborhood of 100 tons of 
cargo booked for thia port, an amount 
warranting her call, notwithstanding 
tlie exiiensee. Once it becomes custom- 
ary lor the ehipa to call, filr. Rogers 
thiiika ttiey will aeldom, if ever, pass 
Victoria either on the in or the out trip. 
The Miike Maru went to sea from Seattle 
on Sunday, and her cargo, which was 
limited only by capacity, was a very 
satisfactory indication of the success of 
the company in eatahliahing the new 
line. The Yainagooaha hna not yet left 
,1a pan. 

WJ[AI.i;Ha HAD HAD LUCK. 

A Port Townseiid Hfjuclal says: "The 
schooner Ida Srnnauer arrived this 
morning, thirty-live daya from Point 
Barrow, Alaaka. The season waa very 
backward thid year, the bay around Point 
Barrow being jammed with floating ice 
as late as Jnly 7. The whalers report 
poor success. Only two vessels caught 
one whale each. The season haH been 
unusually foggy, and the watijre lilled 
with ice, whicli greatly retarded hiiccc'-s- 
ful whaling. Tlie donio.'-ticated reindeer 
Hocks have papsed a aueeeHsful winter in 
charge of th(! imported LaplaiKii;r.y. The 
herds increased aliout !I0 per cent., ami 
less tlian forty lieail out of 1,200 died 
(Hiring the .season . Now that the herds 
have lieen HuecBirBfully doiiieaticated, the 
great problem of supplying food to the 
natives Ikii^ been practically K(<lved. 
The reveiiiie cutter Bear was in port 
wdien tlie Ida .Schiiaiier sailed, and re- 
ported no troubles aboard the whaleraor 
among the natives. The Ida Scbnancr 
landed at Port Townsend whalebone and 
furs to the value of ^-10,000."

When the city council met in regular 

weekly session last evening. Mayor 
Beaven presiding and all the members 
present, tha first business was the read- 
ing of the letter, already mentlohiid, 
from the General Superintendent, of the 
E. & N. railway, giving notice.that the 
company's bridge will nOt be 'available 
for general traflic after the 3rd prox. 
Aid, Humphrey moved that the letter 
be received and filed and the company 
thanked for the use of the briduo which 
tliey have allowed, while the city had 
iiu chtim on them. This waa carried, 
the Mavor remarking that 'they have 
set an example worthy of being followed 
bv other peojile." 

"Ttio Deputy Provincial Secretary 
wrote— in the matter of the provincial 
aid requested for the proposed bridge 
acroes the arm— asking whether any 
arraBgement baa been made with the 
tramway company lor a contribution 
towards the cost;; also asking an esti- 
mate of the probable cost and some in- 
formation as to the localiun ot the 
bridge. The letter was laid over until 
the council are in a position to give the 
information. 

McGregor & .leeves, contractors for 
the new building at the corner of Gov- 
ernment and Bastion streets, wrote ask- 
ing permieaiou to place a acallold six 
feet square on Government street, on 
the south side of Bastion, on which to 
place one side of a derrick for hoisting 
stone. The street committee having 
unfavorably considered this application, 
a lengtby «liBCUe8iou ensued, aa to whe- 
ther or not the convenience ahould be 
allowed to the contractors ; theobjection 
was that the business. of those persona 
in trout of whose stores the derrick 
would be i)laced would be unduly inter 
fered with. A motion by Aid. Glover, 
to grant the request, waa negatived, and 
there the matter rested. 

The Water Commiaaioner wrote en 
closing correapondence between himself 
and Hon. Theodore Davie, with respect 
to charges for water for hia residence on 
the Saanlch road. The lettera go back 
to 12th August, 1805, the date of thefirat; 
from Mr. Davie, stuting that the meter 
could not be registering properly, as 
while the bill for ,hily waa $19 the water 
used in that month waa less than used 
in .June, for which month the bill was 
but $1:.' ; he suggested a llxed charge per 
nioiilh instead ol using the meter. The 
Water Coniniissiuner replied that this 
change of plan could not be made, and 
stating that the meters have been found 
reasonably correct though favoring the 
consumers. Other letters dealt with th 
rales charged outside consumers, which 
Mr. Davie considered excessive. The 
last of the series was the following, 
briefly reviewing the circumstances from 
the beginning :

1 shall be glad if you will bcKood eiiuu^'h 
to lay before the Cdimcil my letters to you 
of Auaust 12 and 127 and September l.'^, 
1805, which contain my comiilaint again.'-t 
the condition of things under which this 
imd larger b.ilaiices, appear to have grown. 

My complaint was that 1 am charged 
three times as much for water rate as those 
within the city, and am, moreover, subject 
to the montlily rcntiil for a meter, in re- 
spect of a coiiMumption less or not more 
than that of others who do not have the ex- 
action of a meter placed upon them. 1 also 
complained that in my belief the meter re- 
C'lrdh an excc-Shive use of water. 

I drew your attention to the fact that 
although ihe .state of my garden bears mc 
out in sayiiiK that tlicre has been no e.x- 
travajraiit line of water, yet that in soiae 
iiidiiilis my water bill has reached the 
li^nre III' from :fllto $11) jicr mnntli. In 
com|ilaiiiiiig (if the water rate of od cciil.'< 
jiev .\1 gallons (the ordin'nry rate by meter 
in the city is 10 cents), 1 drew atten- 
tion to the fact that so far as I 
could discover the rate had never 
lieen lixc'd by the water commissioner as 
recpiirod by the act. I asked that these 
c|iiestiiins nii),'lit be looked into and iiub- 
milted l)y the council for mljustment in 
some fair way, l>iit the only reply I re- 
ceivo<l was a tlireatof turning oil' the water, 
winch has alreaLly ln-eii done two or lliree 
timeh-- (>n onr on a'^ion in the midillc of 
summer for a iiioiilli continuously. Rather 
than have trouble, which had I been simjily 
a private resident I should have overcome 
by bringing the council into court, 1 have 
submitted to the annoyance of these pro- 
cecilings, making periodical payments which 
1 am sure have alrea.ly exceeiied what in 
justic-e and lair play could be reasonably 
demanded. I observed that the subject of 
arrears claiined from me was brought 
lirominently before the council a week or 
two ati;o, but no reference wliatever wa.s 
made to tli(! ci rniinslunccs uiulcr which 
the arrears had ac'cumulated, or to any- 
tliing else than llie bare fact that the nr 
rears existed. 

What [ woiilil sugf;est as a fair 
KctUemeiit of the (|Uestion is this. 
Let the council forego the existing 
arrears, and take away the meter, charging 
inc .say, $2 (double the ordinary rate in 
town) per month for water rate. They can 
satisly themaelvea that I am not wastehil 
or extravagant with the water, or, if they 
think otherwise, can cancel the arrange- 
ment. 

Asking you to bring this conimuiiicution 
bcfure the council, 1 am, dear sir.

Ahh. MAOUII.LAX moved, seconded by 
Aid. Wilson, that the correspondence be 

Hied and the Commissioner instructed to 

carry out the previous resolution of the 
council. Carried. 

The Water CoinmisHioner rejiortcd 
that the coat of extending the water 
service on Dulclier atreet to aupply the 
residence of Mr. li. Harvey, as requested 
by that gentleman, would be $375, and 
that there are no funds available for the 
purpoao. 

Ald. C.v.mi;ui).n held tliatas Mr. Harvey 
is certainly eniitled to liave a water 
supply the CouimiBsioner, shojuld be in- 
Btrnct^d... to fnrriish it .tp,;Hini| aqdi^^ 
necesaary the uionev coiild be secur^ 
by calling in some of the arrears du^'by 



consumers inside the city as well aa out- 
Bide. 

It was resolved that the Coin misaioner 
be requested to try. to provide funds. 

M. Iving and 105 others petitioned for 
the extension of the eewer now beiiu' 
built on Chatham street, to the Spring 
Ridge school bouse. Referred to the 
scfWera^e 'com mi ttee. 
"siiA. report from the, sewerage commit- 
tee'recommeuded the extension of the 
St. Charles street sewer to the sea, by 
way of Fairfield road to Ross Bay; the 
estimated cost being $3,(100; one-third 
of the'amoiibt to bfe paid by the provin- 
cial government anrl one-third by the 
property owners interested. This waa 
adopted, and ii report from the 
finance committee lecommendiiig the 
necessary appropriation waa also ugreed 
to. 

The etreet committee recommended 
on the application of E. G. Prior & Co., 
that an allowance of 5 cents per square 
foot be made for the laying down of a 
permanent sidewalk; and 81 cents per 
lineal foot for a wooden sidewalk. 
Agreed to. 

Ar.D, Partridqe moved that all the 
correspondence bctweon the Dominion 
government and the corporation with 
reapect to the proposed new bridge be 
laid before tiie council. He considered 
that all the business of the corporation, 
except with respect to health matters, 
should be transacted in public; and none 
of the correapondence that he had seen 
waa of such a nature that, in his opin- 
ion, it should bo withheld. 

Tmc M.woii said all the correspond- 
ence had been already laid before the 
aldermen. 

Ai;D. Maiicii.^nt held that the publica- 
tion^now of certain of the correapond- 
ei.co might conii)licato matters in 
tlio future, es])eeially as there 
are two injunL'tiona pending against 
the city. He therefore sutigeated 
that the alderman withdraw his resolu- 
tion. He waa willing to have it all pub- 
liahed in due time; but side by side he 
would like to have any secret commnni- 
cations which may have been sent by 
members of the council, and which per- 
haps have been detrimental to the best 
interests ot the city. 

Ai>i). Wii.sio.N criticised the course of 
some ol the aldermen wdio attended the 
jirivute meetings, in making public 
what has gone on there. Ho intended to 
find out wlio have been working against 
the interest of the city in op- 
posing the erection of the temporary 
bridge, and as soon aa he found out 
he would give them the wideat'publicity 
posible. 'though all the documents that 
come to the city hall are open to every 
alderman, he questioned whether they 
should be, " since some aldermen do not 
know enough to keep their mouths 
shut." 

Ald. Maomillan moved in amend- 
ment that the Clerk communicate with 

the Jliniater of Public Works at Ottawa 
requesting copies of all correspondence 
or telegrams from officials of the govern- 
ment or from iiklernieu, from Victoria, 
respecting the J^oiiit Ellicc briduo; and 
that Avheii the now pending injunctions 
are (.lissolved tlic correspondence be 
made public. 

Ai,i), Hc.Mi'iiitnv seconded the amend- 
ment, hokliiig that the original resolu- 
tion meant nothing, aa the j)apers have 
already been laid before the council. 

The amendment was carried, Aid, 
Partridge and Williams voting con- 
trary. 

The motion by Aid. Marchant, look- 
ing to n division of the wards, on which 
the debate had been adjourned at a pre- 
vious meeting, was taken up. Aid. Cam- 
eron continuing the discussion. Ho 
pointed out that what is asked for 
at present ia aiinply that the assessor 
aubmit a plan for the division of the 
city into four wards, which plan the 
council may or iriay not adopt. He cer- 
tainly considered that the present divi- 
sion is not fair to the North ward. 

The resolution was carried uiiani- 
muufily after further discussion. 

Aid. Idunqdirey's motion respecting 
right of way ucroBB the Indian reserve 
was agreed to. 

The council adjourned at 10:05 p.m.
